PROSPECTS  IN  CANADA         likely  to  be,,  some  ua official  reports  are 

estimating  'the  Canadian  wheat  area  as  high 
as  1,260,000  acres  more  than  last  year,  with.  a.  premise  of  18  bushels 
per  acref  while  the  total  yield  is  placed  at  approximately  320s 000,000 
bushels*      In  FRANCE  the  cereals  are  -locking,  more  promising  at  present 
than  at  any  time"  "dur  ing  the  current  season.    The  recent  drought  has 
been  successfully  broken,  and  the  rains  which  followed  have  been  very 
beneficial  to  the  growing  crops.    Recent  reports  indicate  that  about 
579,000  more  acres  of  wheat  were  sown  in  France  in  1921  than  in  1920, 
theoretically  acr re  spending  to  ah  additional  production  of  approximately 
10,881,000  bushels.  *  The  Minister  of  Agriculture  publishes  the  following 
comparative  figures  on  the  condition  of  French  field  crops  on  May  1,  1921, 
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as  compared  with  the  corresponding  date  for  1920;  80  representing  "good" 

and  60  "fairly  pood"  (figures  fcr  1920  given 
CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  in  parentheses);  Wheat  74  (78);  spelt  73  (76); 

PRANCE  MAY  1,  1921  rye  71  (77);  barley  SO  (77);  and  oats  70  (78). 

With  the  single  exception  of  spelt,  there  has 
"been  a  general  increase  in  the  acreage  sewn  to  field  crops,  whereas 
the  condition  is  uniformly  worse  than  in  1920,  this  "being  due  to  the 
continued  dry  season  to  which  reference  has  been' made  in  previous  issues 
of  this  publication.    In  the  UNITED  KINGDOM  according  to  the  official 
monthly  agricultural  report  issued  on  May  1,  the  grain  sowing  was 
practically  finished  in  all  parts  of  the  country  by  the  end  of  April. 
As  a  rule  the  official  crop  reports  for  April  were  mostly  satisfactory. 
The  young  crops  look  promising,  winter  cereals  are  generally  vigorous 
and  healthy,  and  spring  work  is  well  advanced.    Rainfall  has  been 
considerably  below  the  average  and  fears  are  being  expressed  that  if  the 
dry  weather  continues  the  crops  will  suffer  from  drought  during  June. 
Winter  wheat  is  strong  and  deeprooted  and  is  not  likely  to  suffer  from 
dry  weather,  but  the  spring  sewn  is  in  a  less  favorable  condition  and 
growers  are  anxious  for  more  moisture.    In  some  parts  of-  the  country 
the  area  under  oats  appears  to  have  been  increased,  but  this"  is  not 
universal.    The  area  of  barley  will  probably  prove  to  be  somewhat  less 
than  last  year.  .  In  BELGIUM,   on  the  whole,   the  weather  has  been  favorable 
for  the  crOp.swhich  are  about  two  weeks  early,  although  late  spring  sowings 
have  been  hindered  somewhat  in  growth  by  dry  weather.    In  the  NETFTTRLANDS 
the  autumn  sowings  have  done  well  under  favorable  weather  conditions, 
although  the  development  of  the  plants  /was  hindered  to  some  extent 
by  lack  of  moisture.  .  Some  damage  has  been  caused  by  insect  pests  and 
rodents  but  the  general  situation,,  is  considered  satisfactory.  In 
DENMARK  rain  has  been  plentiful  and  the  crop  situation  is  still  regarded 
as  satisfactory,   though  it  has  turned  undesirably  cold  following 
recent  mild  conditions.    In  SWEDEN  the  crops  continued  to  make  good  . 
progress,  but,  as  in  Denmark,  the  weather  has  turned  colder  and  growth 
is  being  somewhat  checked.      In  GBB2ANY  seeding  has  been  completed 

and  rain  has  favored  germination  of  the  late

last  year.    Winter  rye  is  given  as  2.7  as 
against  3.0  a  year  ago  (3  equals  an  average  and  2  a  good  condition.) 
In  HUNGARY  rainy  weather  in  May  has' had  a  good  effect  on  winter  sewn 
crops.    The  rain,  however,  came  a  little  too  late  for  rye;  nevertheless 
an  average  cr op  is  new  expected.    Barley  and  oats  present  a  very  improved 
appearance  and  warm  weather  is  new  desired.      The  condition  of  sugar  and 
fodder  beets  is  qqite  good.    According  to  unofficial  reports  the  approach- 
ing harvest  will  yield  1,600,000  tons  of  wheat  and  rye.    In  BULGARIA, 
the  insufficient  precipitation  and  the  consequent  dryness  of  the  soil, 
which  continued  during  the  first  half  of  April,  was  very  unfavorable 
to  the  growth  and  development  of  the  spring  crops,  as  well  as  of  the 
crops  sown  in  the.  autumn.     Until  the  heavy  rains  during  the  latter  part 
of  April  the  situation  locked  exceedingly  black  for  the  farmer.  Since 
then  there  have  been  other  rains,  which  have  saved  the  crops,  although 
great  damage  was  done  by  the  prolonged  drought.

It  is  officially  estimated  that  there  are  about  580,000  horses  in 
Uruguay,   including  10,138  stallions.    Comparatively  few  horses  are  used  for 
farm  work,  however,  due  to  the  scarcity  and  cost  of  feed.    It  has  been 
found  that  work  oxen  are  easily  kept  and  more  economically  fed  than  horses, 
which  fact  accounts  for  their  substitution  in  such  numerous  cases.  There 
are  in  Uruguay  approximately  300,000  oxen  in  use  as  beasts  of  burden  most 
of  which  are  used  on  the  small  farms.
